The Alta calls General Le Duc the 
eccentric commissioner of agriculture, 
and calls his efforts in aid of his de- 
partment Absurd.“ From a personal 
acquaintance, we can say to the Alta 
man that Mr. Le Duc ia anything but 
eccentric. He is a thoroughly practi- 
cal and skillful. business man, a 
successful man of affairs. As to the 
work of his department, there may 
be reason for dispute, but we cannot 
see why there should be so much 


‘growling at the expenditure of a few 


dollars to aid the most important of 


all our interests. This generation is 
very active in all the fields of human 
thought, and if the bureau spreads 
only the valuable discoveries of others, 
without originating anything, it is do- 
ing valuable service. In a country se 
vast ar this there must be portions 
which are peculiarly adapted to plants 
or oereals unknown there, and also 
portions where labor is wasted in the 
effort to grow “things not adapted to 
the climate or soil. Places like Neva- 
da are almost worthless so far as ordi- 
nary agriculture is concerned, but 


somewhere in the world there may be 


trees and plants that could be profit- 
ably grown even in this dry climate. 
Anyone Who is in a position to take in 
the whole feld might make a hit at 
any time that would be of more value 
to the country than such a department 


would cost in a century.

DEATH OF SENATOR CARPENTER. 


Senator Matthew H. Carpenter, of 
Wisconsin, died yesterday, aged 57. 
He was born at Moretown, Vermont, 
in 1824: spent the two years between 
43 and 45 in the West Point Acad- 
emy, and subsequently studied law 
with Rufus Choate. In 48 he re- 
moved to Wisconsin and practiced 
law. He was first elected to the 
United States Senate in 1869. He 
was re-elected in 1879 for a second 


term. By bis death the Republicans’ 


lose one of the most distinguished 
members of the party. 


The vacancy created by the demise 
of Senator Carpenter will give the 
Democrats control of the Senate at its 
organization next week, even should 
Davis and Mahone both vote with the 


Republicans. The Wisconsin Legisla- 


dure cannot constitutionally fill his 
place until March 8. Senator Car- 
penter will of course be succeeded by 
a Republican. There is likely to bea 
sharp contest for the place. Among 
the most prominent candidates are ex- 
Senator Howe, Boss“ Keyes, Gover- 
nor Pound and possibly Senator Cam- 
eron, whose present term expires on 
the 4th proximo.

COOSE LAKE VALLEY. 


Progress—500 Acres of Wheat on One 
Ranch—The Rains—Early Piowisg 
And Seeding. 


Wurow Raron, Feb. 18, 1881. 

Editor Gazette:—You have so often 
had correspondence from this beauti- 
ful valley and from the shores of its 
more beautiful lake, that I need not 
describe either, A steamer is said to 
be building at Lakeview to go on the 
loke next summer. New Pine Creek, 
on the State line, is growing. Willow 
Ranch, 8 miles south of the State line, 
in Modoc county, bad a heavy set- 
back in November, by the burning of 
the Sneider Mill, with about 6,060 
bushels of wheat: total loss, $16,000 
to $18,000; insurance, $10,000. Mr. 
Sneider will commence the recanstruc- 
tion of the mill in April, to cost from 
68,000 to $10,000, The firm own «4 
sawmill, and will push the work for- 
ward to an early Completion. 

Mr. Sneider has a rauch of about 
3.000 acres. Three hundred acres of 
wheat sown in the fall came up nicely 
during the late rains. He expects to 
sow about 200 acres more. There 
will be probably 1,200 acres of wheat 
next year at Willow Rauch—or from 
Sneider's to the State line, eight miles 
north. Charles Sneider has showo 
unusual energy in opening up this 
valley. The abundant rains promise 
to repay him on the 500 acres of 
wheat. His effort will fully test fall 
sowing also. He has sown considera- 
ble winter wheat. 

THE RAINS 


have been more than abundant in 
January and February—fivods every- 
where, and roads almost impassable. 
Bridges are gone, especially on Pit 
river, and elsewhere. The new bridge 
at Pitville is gone; and also the one 
at Fall City. They ferry in both 
places. The mail is boated four miles 
at Beiber, Big Valley. Alturas is 
again under water. No mails have 
come through from Redding for over 
two weeks. The letter mail comes by 
your city. Such continuous rain storms 
have never before been known in 
these upper valleys. The winter is 
mild, and cattle are doing well. Con- 
siderable hay will be spoiled by the 
rains, becanse of peor stacking. 
GOOSE LAKE VALLEY 


has suffered from two short crops, and 
the last hard winter. Last year’s 
failure was because of the lateness or 
the sowing on account of the wet 
spring. The farmers are now busy 
plowing. The coming year promises 
well. The people here read with in- 
terest every item on the progress of 
the Nevada and Oregon R. R. Tell 
Mr. Moore to hurry up. Northern 
California, Eastern Oregon and Wash- 
ington Territory say so. There is 
much land to be populated; many 
éattle to ship, and much of her forests 
to be cut into lumber, waiting for a 
railroad. Churches and schools begin 
to look up and put on new life. A 
good work has been accomplished in 
Surprise and Goose Luke valleys. 
There has been a goodly accession to 
the church in both places, and the 
work still goes forward.
